four years. It’s a major undertaking.” 
Vicki Castillon, research analyst for 
insutuvonal studies, said 

The survey done on campus is strati- 
fied by class level: graduate, lower 
division and upper division. The sur- 
vey is taken by day and evening stu- 
dents 

Two of the main conclusions the 
survey found in 1989 was that “CSU 
Studenis are more alike than they are 
different... and that the basic goals, 
needs, and pnonties of CSU students 
displayed litde change during the de- 
cade despite continuing shifts in the 
demographic profile of the student 
population.”

“Convenience, low cost and aca 
demic reputation were the most impor 
fant factors in student decisions to at- 
tend a CSU campus.

‘In a list of 10 potential reasons for 
leaving college, financial problems 
ranked highest with 44 percent 

*Ineach of the SNAPS surveys, about 
5 percent of the sample indicated they 
were concemed enough about college 
finances that they definitely planned to 
leave school.

Season attendance for Sacramento 
State football 1s averaging a pathetic 
2,070 people a game. Let's put that 
into some perspective. 

If people were pennies, the Hor 
net football squad would have col- 
lected a mind-bending $20.70 (which 
1S NOt too far from their actual atten- 
dance revenue) 

If attendance numbers stay at this 
level, the total attendance for the 
year would not fill Arco Arena. (By 
the way, the Kings sell out every 
game and they win about the same 
number of games that the football 
team does) 

If you added together the number 
of players from both teams, plus 
coaches, plus media, plus varius sta- 
dium personnel and other people not 
counted in the attendance (let's hope 
not anyway) you would have more 
than a tenth of the paid crowd. 

The number of people who have

UTAPS locking device 

He would then have to report to UTAPS 
who would collect the $5 fine. go with him 
Out to the bike, watch the student unlock his 
own locking device first, and then release 
the boot and set the bike free 

This way, the old bike compound now 
intended to be used for impounded bikes 
could provide more legal bike parking for 
Students. Also, there would be a cleat 
mMeuns tor students to idenury ther prop 
erly. And, if UPAPS used cryptonite locks 
they would be nearly impossible tor stu 
dents to remove in order to get out of 
paying their tines.

Self-defense is Professor Midge Marino’s battle cry for survival

“All night, hands ready. Pivot,” 
Marge Marino barks as the be 
ginning self-defense class follows 
her cies and yells “Haaa!” 

“This is your battle cry,” she 
says with unwavering confidence. 
“Tt means, of course, ‘I'm going to 
tear you up!” 

In 1956 as a senior at 
a Vacaville High School, 
Marino wasn't wearing 


her poodle skirt and ————-—— 


saddle shoes, dancing to Frankie 
and Annette at the sock-hop. 

Instead, the Sacramento State 
self-defense instructor was doing 
what was rarely done by women 
in those days—taking lessons in 
the martial art of judo. 

It was judo that took her to 
Japan to study the martial art that 
eventually led to her career 

Marino believes that self de- 
fense needs to be easy to learn 
and that’s why she began to de 
velop classes specifically for 
women. 





“I was teaching judo, and 
people would come up to me and 
say ‘I want to learn how to defend 
myself,” Marino said. “We think 
that the martial art is the answer, 
but I realized that when the 
women were leaving the classes 
that was not the case.” 

In 1971, when the university's
